The 
Sultan is compelled to pay tonthly nearly

a vast boay of malcontents into the insur- 
gent ranks, hating the Sultan and company 
alike, as responsible for their destitution,

A Pretty Straight Case of Forgery 
Against Him. 

The case of Eugene Riggin, charged on 
complaint of E.. A. McDuffee with forgery, 
came up before Justice Lockwood yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock.

The mine did not pan out as was 82 
and the company ran behind in its ex- 
penses. On one occasion  Riggiff 
sent a letter to McDuffee con- 
taining #20 to pay some indebtedness, 
when he changed his mind, and sent a 
telegram to Mr. Bryant, the postmaster at 
Newhali, ordering him to send McDuffee’s 
letters to his (Riggin’s) office, at No. 20 
South Spring street, sigaing McDuffee’s 
name. The letter was returned. Shortly 
after, the company failed to pay off its men, 
when they came to Los Augeles and tried 
to get this money. There was some trouble 
about the matter, when McDuffee swore out 
a complaint before Justice King, charging 
Riggin with the forgery of the telegram. 
A warrant was issued for Riggin’s arrest, 
but for some reason was not served for some 
days, when he was brought into court and 
released on bond. Riggin, however, has 
insisted all along that there was no criminal 
intent on his part; that he went to the tele- 
graph office with one of the McDuffees, 
when the telegram was sent, and that it 
was thoroughly understood on all sides. 

At the trial yesterday Mr. Bryant, the 
Newhall postmaster, identified the telegram 
which he had received, and McDuffee testi- 
tield that he had never sent any such tele- 
gram as that to which his name had been 
attached. It was also shown in evidence 
that Riggin had admitted that he had sent 
the telegram as charged, and the local man- 
ager of the Western Union also identified 
the telegram. 

This closed the case for the people, when 
Judge DePuy moved that it be dismissed. 
Mr. Donnell replied briefly in opposition, 
when Justice Lockwood denied the motion. 

The taking of testimony for the defense 
then commenced, but owing to the lateness 
of the hour, nothing of importance was 
brought out, only the McDuffees testifying 
to some immaterial! points, and W. G. Tay- 
lor, a TIMES reporter, as to the character of 
the McDuffees.

THE STACK MURDER. 


SECOND DAY OF THE TRIAL OF 
WILLIAM LANNIGAN. 


The Defendant’s Peculiar Story 
About Injaries Which Stack Had 
Previously Received from a Har- 
rel of Cement—Case Oontinued 


The trial of William Lannigan for the 


murder of his room-mate, William Stack, 


ina lodging house at San Fernando, No- 
vember 7th last, was resumed in Depart- 
ment No. 1 of the Superior Court yesterday, 
Judge Cheney presiding. 

Dr. Turner was recalled. He testified as 
being at the bedside of Stack when he died. 
“The deceased recognized the defendant 
as the person who beat him. The defend- 
ant said he had beaten Stack because the 
latter had hit him in the face and called 
hima —— —— ——, and no man could do 
that and he not resent it.“ 

J. A. Caines, a Constable of San For- 
nando, was called. He said: “Knew the 
defendant; arrested him on November 7th 
at San Fernando. It was done at the re- 
quest of Dr. Turner. Knew Slack, the de- 
ceased. Had a tak with detendant at the 
time Of his arrest. I arrested nim about 1 
o'clock at night at Mra. Glenn’s house. 
Going to the raiiroad track he appeared to 
be drunk; had to almost carry him. 1 

ushed him forward and toid him to walk. 

o was taken to the Justice of the Peace’s 
office and fined $20, He then said to me: 1 
will go back and finish the job.’ I told 
him he had better keep out of trouble. He 
was angry at being fined. He said he had 
beaten the deceased. This was just before 
I arrested him. The reason given was that 
Stack had called him a —— —— ——.” 

The prosecution announced that it had no 
further direct testimony. 

Mr. Gage, for the defense, asked that the 
Court instruct the jury to acquit the de- 
fendant on the ground that there is no evi-

THE DEFENSE.

Mrs. Glenn, keeper of the boardin 
house in which Stack was fatally injared, 
testified. She said that Stack was hurt on 
November 5th by a cement barrel rolling on 
him; he went to bed and breathed h 
The night he was injured, in his room, 
Stack was brought home dy two men. He 
was evidently intoxicated. The witness 
said she he no noise in the room occu- 

ied by Stack the night he is said to have 


y 
bruises on the head, hands, right side of 
hip, at the sternum and on the right side of 
the leg; also injured toes. The bruises on 
the face were fresh, but the others seemed 
to have been much older. Blood was found 
in the abdominal cavity. The heart was in 
a normal condition. The left lung was 
healthy. The right lung was in the second 
stage of pneumonia. Further investigation 
showed that peritonitis was well advanced. 
The liver proved that the man had been a 
drinker. The left sixth rib was fractured,” 

Other witnesses introduced during the 
afternoon were J. H. Kerns, Cariton p.

taxes, and to compensate the mortgagee for 
the trouble incident to the payment of taxes 


upon his mortgage. 
Becond—It operates to ‘prevent foreign 


capital from being loaned upon mu rtgaxe | Orch 


in this State, because of the inconvenience 
and trouble attending the payment of taxes 
ata distance, and especially because ot a 
want of knowledge of our system of taxa- 
tion, times of payment, penalties, adminis- 
tration of municipal and county 
ments, and limitations upon rates of taxa- 


on. 

Third For the same and similar reasons 
it tends to prevent capitalists in the money 
centers of our own State from lending ppon 
— in other portions of the State, and 
especially in the newer, more remote and 
more needy ions. 

Fourth—lt diminishes by the amount of 
money loaned upon the taxable 
property of the State, inasmuch as the 
money so loaned is subject only to the mort- 
gage tax, while the amount of the mortz 
Is deducted from the assessed values of the 
real estate, thus necessarily increasing the 
rate of taxation, and the rate of interest 


the borrower. 
Fitth—This provision of our present Con- 
gtitutlon operates unequally as between dif- 


nt localities in the State, inasmuch as 
th» taxable property in the city or county 
of the iender is reduced by the amount of 
the mortzage, while the taxable property of 
a differevt county or city where the mort- 
gaged is situated is not increased, 
= the reduction of taxable property in one 
the rate — taxation tor 
State — 2 n every locality. 

S.sth—We believe that all restrictions 
upou the lending and use of money, which 
are not shown to actualiy bene 
unwise and should be removed; and we 
confidently assert that no beneficial results 
can be shown to have followed the adoption 
of this provision.of our Constitution, while 
experience proves that it is detrimental to 
th» interests and progress of our State, and 
burdensome to those who are obliged to bor- 
row money upon mortgages.

Proposed Division of Los Angeles County. 


Reports from Sacramento state that 
Col. Edwards in the House, and Mr. 
McComas in the Senate, are industri- 
ously working up a sympathy for their 
bills to divide Los Angeles county, so 
as to create the county of Orange. Mr. 
Edwards is said to be presenting volu- 
minous petitions in its favor. 

We have received a map showing the 
boundaries of the proposed new county. 
Commencing at Los Alamitos, or Ana- 
heim Landing, on the coast, it follows 
up the course of Coyote Creek to the 
Whittier hills, thence turning east aud 
southeast, along the summit of the 
Sierra Santa Ana, to where that range 
crosses the southern county line; thence 
southwest, along the line, to the ocean. 
This area would include Anaheim, 
Santa Ana, Orange, Tustin, Westmin- 
ster, Newport and the San Joaquin 
ranch. Whether or not Whittier is in- 
cluded we cannot tell, as that place is 
not marked on the map sent us. The 
county would be a small one—about 30 
miles long by 15 broad. 

A number of legislators, who are not 
prejudiced either for or against the 
proposed new county, are desirous of 
knowing how the citizens of Los An- 
geles county regerd the proposed segre- 
gation. We believe we are justified 
in asserting that, apart from a few per- 
sons who would be directly benefited 
by the creation of new offices, or the

at the new cougty seat, there are very 
few in favor of such a move. This is 
net a time when our citizens are desir- 
ous of incurring more expenses than 
are necessary, and the drawbacks con- 
nected with the present county, as to 
accessibility, are very trifling, now that 
a railroad traverses the southern sec- 


tion through its entire length, bringing 
the resident of Santa Ana within an 
easy day’s ride to Los Angeles 
and return, with plenty of time for the 
transaction of business at the county 
seat. As far as convenience of access 
goes, there would be far more reason 
in a request for segregation from the 
Antelope Valley section. 

We do not believe that there is 
any present need for the division 
ef Los Angeles county, nor that there 
is any pressing demand for it, outside 
of the limits of a small circle of inter- 
ested parties. : 


Prospect for a Sugar Factory. 


At a meeting of the Chamber of 

Commerce yesterday, the question of 
the ‘location of a beet-sugar factory 
here, which would employ about 300 
men, came up, and the subject was 
informally discussed. The only obsta- 
cle in the way of the establishment of 
this factory is said to be the matter of 
freight rates, and efforts are being 
made to get the railroad companies to 
make reductions. There are said to 
be 100,000 acres in this county upon 
Which sugar-beets can be profitably 
grown, and a plant costing $2,000,000, 
shipping sugar to the value of 
$10,000,000 annually, with Claus 
Spreckels as an interested party, is 
talked of as among the probabilities, 
provided suitable freight arrangements 
can be made. 
There is no doubt that there is a 
brilliant future for the beet-sugar in- 
dustry of this coast. We have thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres in 
Southern California which are well 
adapted to the culture. The beet is 
very exhaustive to the soil, and must 
therefore not be grown every year on 
the same land, but this can easily be 
arranged by alternating with grain or 
other crops. We trust the matter of 
freight will be arranged and that, 
before many months, we may see some 
of our big land owners sowing beets on 
their broad acres. 


Plant Something. 


One company is putting in 80 acres 
of potatoes at Lordsburg. Pomona re- 
ports over half the necessary 5000 acres 
secured for sugar beets. The Twogood 
orange orchard, at Riverside, is re- 
sported as having sold the crop from 
nine acres of land for $3000. ‘These 
are the sort of items we like to read. 
They are worth a hundred times as 
much to the country as the subdivision 
of new lots, the projecting of new rail- 
roads or even the discussion of possible 
manufacturing schemes. Just suppose 
that 100,000 acres of the land in this 
county, that will lie fallow this winter, 
had been ploughed and planted to 
grain, At only $10 an acre, this would 
have brought a million dollars into the 
county, and given employment, di- 


ple as are now idle in Los Angeles,

Fre Long the Last Will Be First.“ 
Kate Field has written a pleasant 
letter to the Boston Evening Tran- 
script, in which she discourses of the 
winter resorts of California, and also 
refers particularly to those eld monu- 
mentsof a past civilization still re- 
maining in our midst—the ancient 
missions of California. She says: 
Some sime since, there appeared in 
the New York Critic a communication 
to the effect that the much-vgunted 
missions of California were architectur- 
ally beneath contempt, and that Helen 
Hunt Jackson was indebted to her 
tancy for her praise of these ruins. I 
felt sorry for the writer. and more 
sorry for the public that might be led 
astray by the publication of this opin- 
ion. No better answer could be made 
than to exhibit the photographs of the 
twenty-one missions, which still make 
California more interesting architect- 
urally than any other State in the 
elsewhere as pie ue as the 
restored mission . Bar- 
bara or the (alas!) unrestored San 
Luis Rey, about fifty miles north of 
San Diego, I know not their existence. 
There is an archway at the Mission San 
Juan Capistrano, not far from Los An-

Practical Views About Immigration. 

THe Patms, Jan. 19.—[To the Edi- 
tor of THe to 
texts, let me take the following from 
your editorial of Friday last as the de- 
parture for some consideration cf the 
question of immigration: 

Southern California need fear no rivalry 
on the part of that section, if she continues 
true to herself and her own interests. 
has more to offer in rich soil, unlimited pro- 
ductions and unequaled climate than any 

art of the State, But she needs to make 

hese facts known, and for every dollar 
that she appropriates for this purpose she 
will receive back ten into her treasury. 

We must not sit down with sleépy eyes 
to enjoy the wealth and the beauty about 
us, but every man should feel it his duty 
to do something to help bring others here, 
to build up and develop this eection, and 
make it what it is destined to become, the 
richest, most prosperous and most populous 
section of California. 

In view of the unusual effort being 
made bythe people of the northern 
portion of the State—an effort that will 
be greatly augmented, once they 
get into the State treasury, 
ostensibly for all of the Common- 
wealth, really for their own section 
—but especially in the presence of 
the spirit of harmony and good will 
shown at the recently held convention 
in this city, this is an opportune mo- 
ment for the inauguration of the work 
that is to result in turning the tide of 
immigration into Southern California 
and holding it there. 

Except that it was ressed in 
another way, the method for serving 
the whole State of Oregon, as this 
movement here proposes to serve 
Southern California, was a similar 
one. At first there was a touch of 
jealousy, some of the outside people 
getting the impression that the king’s 
share would fall to Portland, because 
the headquarter office was located 
there, just as people may look upon 
this movement, but as they came to 
understand that Portland was the 
railway center and the objective point 
in the State this feeling dissipated. 
Los Angeles is the chief railway point 
in Southern California, and from this 
city the new-comer can be readily 
speedily and inexpensively sent to all 
sub-agencies that may be established. 

After the organization of an immi- 
gration committee, as hes been accom- 

lished, and the opening up here in 

Angeles of an immigration board 
room, the next necessary thing is the 
inauguration of these sub-agencies, 
scattered throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia, to which, with entire confi- 
dence, the manager here can forward 
intending settlers. If the different 
uly appoint agents, who 
will not only avail themselves of 
the use of the headquarters in Los 
Angeles, in order to practically adver- 
tise their respective localities, but re- 
ciprocate by furnishing these head- 
quarters with specimen productions, 
local papers, local descriptive litera- 
ture, maps, charts, records of lands for 
sale or rent, together with such other 
infermation as the immigrant needs, 
this work will move right along to the 
grandest kind of resylts for this mag- 
nificent country.

This plan of work is ical, it is 
practicable, it is feasible, it is, if properly 
and fairly managed, inexpensive. As 


of recuperation for the south- 
ern portion of this State. The trouble 
that came from the reaction of excite- 
ment, and somewhat fictitious things, 
has drifted past, and the signs of a 
steady, wholesome, healthy grewth on 
‘the basis of the best soil, the best cli- 
mate, and the best market in the 
United States, are plainly in view. 

As you say Southern California need 
fear no rivalry; no, not from om sec- 
tion of the Pacific Coast. Certainly not 
from Oregon. Lands are compara- 
tively in that State. but in the 
present limited condition of market, in 
the aspect of agriculture, which is 
chiefly confined to a wheat crop, and 
the difference in climate, especially in 
the winter season, lands here in South- 
ern California at from $75 to $200 an 
acre, are much cheaper for the small 
farmer. 

Again. as you say, there is no time to 
wait. The work of inviting, meeting 
and taking due care of immigrants 
ought to commence at once. In a month 
or so the spring exodus from the cold, 
cheerless Northwestern States will be- 
gin, and we ought to be in a condition 
to meet these people and hold them. 
We have only to neglect, in order to 
lose them. It is simply a matter of at- 
tention or neglect. If we neglect them 
they will drift past. We can stop, hold, 
utilize them if we will. Shall we?
